TRADE HIT 
HARD BY 
PIPE WORK 


SHOPS in Bearwood have 
seen takings plummet by as 
much as 50 per cent due to 
roadworks which are set to 
last another six weeks. 
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Some independent retailers in 
Bearwood Road say they have 
been left fearing for their futures. 

A one-way system is in place to enable 
Staffordshire Water to fit a 3,937 ft water 


main. The job, which started more than 
two weeks ago, has meant drivers can only 
go one way in Bearwood Road from the 
junction with Three Shires Oak Road, and 
Sandon Road, where it meets Waterloo 
Road. Traffic is then diverted via Church 
Road, Stanhope Road, Thimblemill Road 
and Three Shires Oak Road. 

Bill Webber, of Bearwood Pets on Bear¬ 
wood Road, said he has seen his trade drop 
by half compared to last year. 

He said: “The roadworks have made a 
dramatic difference to trade. I mean last 
week I didn’t even sell one tropical fish, 
which is really unusual. 

“The thing is people don’t want to drive 
round here when the road is like this, they 
don’t want to go along the long diversion 
and they can’t find anywhere to park. 

Crunch 

“Last year we were struggling because of 
the credit crunch and this year we have 
this. 

“The thing is I know there is not a lot we 
can do about it, the work has to be done. 

“I will look into getting some compensa¬ 
tion if it is offered.” 

Rehaan Hussain, who owns Rehaan 
Barbers, said: “I am worried about how I 
am going to pay my rent and rates. Even if 
I just got a couple of customers in at least 
I could pay the electricity but I have just 
had not one.” 

Michael Northhall’s, of Northall’s Elec¬ 
trical Wholesalers, said: “I am not getting 
passing trade. It is worrying.” 


Fatal car crash minutes after break-in 

Man killed in collision 
with a ‘getaway’ car 


A 24-year-old man 
died and another man 
was seriously injured in 
a car crash in Oldbury 
as suspected thieves fled 
the scene of a burglary. 

Churchbridge was closed 
for five hours from lam on 
Monday following the 
smash between a Subaru 
Impreza and Fiat Qubo. 

It is believed the Subaru 
had been involved in a bur¬ 
glary at the Co-op in Tame 
Road minutes earlier. 

Police were called to the 
scene after a passer-by 
spotted a break-in. 


The driver of the Fiat suf¬ 
fered fatal injuries and died 
later in Sandwell General 
Hospital. Two passengers 
were taken to Sandwell 
Hospital by ambulance fol¬ 
lowing the crash. 

One 44-year-old passen¬ 
ger received non-life 
threatening injuries and a 
third man received minor 
injuries. 

Police say the occupants 
of the Subaru fled the 
scene. Officers were called 
to the store at 12.54am 
after a member of the 
public reported a suspected 
break-in. 


Officers said they later 
arrested two teenagers 
nearby on suspicion of bur¬ 
glary. One of them, a 16- 
year-old, was treated for 
arm and facial injuries in 
Sandwell Hospital. 

Sergeant Ferris Hathe- 
son, from West Midlands 
Police Collision Investiga¬ 
tion Unit, said: “We appeal 
for any witnesses to the 
burglary, or the collision, to 
come forward to help with 
our inquiries into this inci¬ 
dent.”

Thief battered pensioner in her home 


A 68-year-old woman was badly 
beaten during a “nasty” robbery, 
police have revealed. 

The woman was left with facial injuries 
at her home in Great Barr. 

She had been beaten by a man who 
forced his way into her home. 

He escaped with cash and jewellery, 
running across Beeches Road in the direc¬ 
tion of Hassop Road. 

The woman was taken to hospital and 
later released following treatment. 


The robbery took place at about 3pm on 
May 11 but police only released details 
about the attack last week. 

Community 

Detective Constable Phil Langstone, 
leading the investigation, said: “This was a 
nasty robbery which resulted in a 68-year- 
old woman being badly beaten in her own 
home for the sake of some cash and jew¬ 
ellery. 

“This sort of crime will not be tolerated 
and I would ask the local community to 


help us identify this man and bring him to 
justice.” 

The thug is described as white, 5ft 8ins 
tall and of slim build. He had short, light 
brown hair and a small amount of stubble. 

He was wearing a green bomber jacket, 
light green baseball cap, blue jeans and 
black and white trainers. He may also have 
been carrying a pink carrier bag.

Cost of school dinners rising 


THE price of school meals in San dwell 
is set to rise for the second consecutive 
year. 

The move means a family with two children 
face paying £80 more per year than they did 
two years ago - and bosses have warned the 
cost will increase again next year. 

Sandwell Council says the rise of 50p per 
child, per week, is unavoidable due to the 
increasing cost of ingredients. The rise mirrors 
an identical increase imposed 12 months ago. 

A report to education chief Brian Aldridge 


says: “Based on the number of meals served in 
2010/11, a lOp price increase per meal is 
required for the service to break even. 

Subsidised 

“The school meal price has previously been 
heavily subsidised (but that) has now ended 
and this leaves no alternative but to increase 
the price. A further increase will be required 
from September 2012.” 

The rise, due to come into force on August 1, 
will affect the 11,000 pupils. 


Crossing call 

THOUSANDS of pounds could be earmarked for 
making a road crossing safer in Wednesbury. 

People living in College Close have collected a 
petition of 36 signatures asking for a pedestrian 
refuge to be installed in the middle of the road at the 
junction with Woden Road South. It comes after con¬ 
cerns were raised about lorries using the junction to 
perform U-turns. 

Sandwell’s neighbourhood services boss Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley was considering the request this 
week. It would cost £5,000 and be funded by the road 
safety interventions fund. 




Asda plan store on 
site of former pub 
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SUPERMARKET giant Asda 
is planning to build a new store 
at the site of a former land¬ 
mark pub, which has been 
demolished. 

The development, stretching 
over 11,000 sq ft, will be created in 
Hagley Road West, Oldbury, on 
the site of the old Kings Highway 
pub. 

It was originally going to be a Netto 
store but this proposal never came 
about after Asda paid £778 million to 
take over the Netto grocery chain, in a 
bid to close the gap on the market 
leader Tesco. 

Asda has refused to reveal key 
details about the planned store, such 
as what exactly it will include, when it 
will be completed, or how many people 
will be employed. 

But Netto has previously said its 
plans would create up to 40 jobs — 20 to 
25 full-time and 10 to 15 part-time. 

Asda spokeswoman Emma 


Cameron said: “We plan to open an 
11,000 sq ft supermarket and will be 
seeking planning permission to do 
this. 

“We look forward to bringing our 
every day low prices to Quinton.” 

The Kings Highway was empty for 
about a year before it was demolished 
but it had been badly vandalised and 
fire damaged. 

Netto’s original plans attracted con¬ 
troversy before eventually gaining 
planning permission. 

Opposition 

A petition of 1,282 signatures and 21 
letters of objection were submitted in 
opposition to the plan. 

However, Old Warley councillor 
Steve Trow welcomed the involvement 
of the supermarket giant in the devel¬ 
opment. 

“It will be an additional amenity. 

“I hope Asda will be looking to create 
jobs and opportunities for those who 
live locally.” 


Lucky escape at church 


Careless 
driving 
is denied 

A WOMAN from Great 
Barr has pleaded not 
guilty to causing the 
death of an 88-year-old 
pensioner by careless 
driving. 

Margaret Bambrick, 
aged 51, of Appleton 
Avenue, entered the plea 
at Warley Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 

Died 

The court heard that 
Bambrick’s black 

Renault Clio struck 
Ronald Palmer in Fern- 
dale Avenue, Great Barr, 
at 8am on February 16. 
Mr Palmer died at the 
scene. 

Bambrick, dressed in a 
smart black suit and 
skirt, was supported by 
relatives in court and 
spoke only to confirm her 
name and address and 
enter the plea. 

She was released on 
unconditional bail and 
will next appear before 
magistrates on August 5 
when her case will be 
sent to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for trial. 
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Jail for thief who 
took lead from roof 


A METAL thief who 
helped to strip lead from the 
roof of a Sandwell home has 
been jailed for 18 weeks. 

Martin Ford, aged 25, of 
Southbank Road, Cradley 
Heath, had pleaded guilty to 
involvement in two metal 
thefts, including handling lead 
stolen from the roof of a house 
in Elbow Street, Cradley 
Heath. 

Ms Narinder Bains, prose¬ 
cuting, told Warley Magis¬ 
trates Court on Friday: “Just 
after 3am on May 26 police offi¬ 
cers saw three men who they 
attempted to stop in Pear Tree 
Lane.” 

Magistrates were told that 
the value of the lead taken was 
£300. 


High life 

AN aerial adventure course 
with ropes 42ft above the 
ground and a zip-wire is set to 
open next month as part of a 
£300,000 adventure centre in 
Sandwell Valley Country Park. 


Ford also admitted theft 
from a scrap metal dealer in 
Cradley Heath. 

Ms Bains said: “On May 9 a 
police officer attended 
Garratt’s Lane where this 
defendant was arrested on a 
towpath with approximately 
£400 in lead.” 

Drugs 

Milo Turner, defending, said 
Ford had a drugs problem and 
had never been given the 
opportunity to attend rehabili¬ 
tation sessions. 

Ford’s accomplice Gary 
Owens, who had been involved 
in the Elbow Street incident, 
pleaded guilty to theft. Owens, 
39, of Woodcroft Close, Cradley 
Heath, was handed a 12-week 
jail sentence, suspended for 
two years, and ordered to 
undergo six months of drug 
rehabilitation, and a 12-month 
supervision order. 

A third man involved in the 
Elbow Street theft, Luke 
Power, 21, also of Southbank 
Road, was due to be sentenced 
yesterday (Wednesday). 


Steeplejacks at work on the clock face at Holy Trinity Church 


CHURCHGOERS had a lucky 
escape when loose masonry 
crashed to the ground outside a 
West Bromwich church. 

Vicar Neil Robbie found a sandstone 
rose outside the entrance to Holy 
Trinity Church. 

It had fallen from the clock face 
during the night and shattered on the 
ground before the weekend before last 
Sunday service. 

The doors had to be cordoned off due 
to fears more debris could fall onto 
people below. 

Builders were then called in to 
examine the building, on Burlington 
Road, which dates back to 1840, and 
steeplejacks climbed the church to 
take a closer look. 

Rev Robbie said: “The sandstone 
rose that had come off was about the 
size of a volleyball but was literally 
smashed to pieces. 

“It looked like someone had dropped 
a bag of flour. 

“It had fallen off overnight but had it 
come down in the morning it could 
have killed someone.” 

Steeplejacks found much of the dec¬ 


orative work around the steeple’s clock 
face had come loose and have since had 
to remove it. 

The vicar’s wife Amanda Robbie 
said: “The sandstone had weathered 
and suffered the effects of pollution 
since the church was built in 1840, and 
the stone had started to crumble. 

“The team of steeplejacks had to 
abseil down the tower to check all the 
stone decorations. 

“The original chunks that fell off 
came from a decorative arch over the 
church clock. 

Chunks 

“When the men went to check the 
rest of that particular arch, large 
chunks crumbled in their hands. They 
have subsequently removed as much 
as they can from that side.” 

Access to the church is now back to 
normal. 

Bosses are now working out what to 
do about replacing the decorative 
stone, which protects the clock face. 

Holy Trinity has recently undergone 
a scheduled five- year inspection, with 
a report highlighting a number of 
other areas where work is needed. 


Phone robber 
who preyed 
on teenagers 
is locked up 

A PROLIFIC thief who has spent a decade 
stealing mobile phones has been locked up for 
targeting youngsters during a four-day crime 
spree. 

Mark Watkinson threatened to kill two 13-year- 
old boys if they refused to hand over their phones 
during one attack. 

The 27-year-old has been jailed for 20 months 
after it emerged he had a string of convictions for 
committing similar offences throughout the Black 
Country. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard on Friday 
that Watkinson, of Lysway Street, Walsall, attacked 
his first victim February 19. He was with a woman 
when the pair asked to use the phone of an 18-year- 
old student who was walking towards Walsall town 
centre. They then disappeared with the device. 

Threatened 

The following day, Watkinson stole the phones of 
two 13-year-olds in Holyhead Road, West Bromwich. 
He threatened to kill them. 

A further offence took place on Newland Road, 
Tipton on February 22 when a 15-year-old had his 
phone taken. Later that day, two 15-year-old girls 
had their phones stolen by Watkinson as they 
walked in Heath Lane, West Bromwich. 

Prosecutor Helena Miller said Watkinson had 
scores of convictions between 2000 and 2010, receiv¬ 
ing a range of prison sentences. 

The court heard that the defendant had earlier 
pleaded guilty to one count of robbery and five thefts. 


Raider stole pipes 
and fruit machines 

A THIEF stole fruit machines, metal coolers and 
piping from a Black Country pub closed following an 
arson attack. 

Wayne Tildesley targeted the Hill Tavern pub, in 
Watsons Green Road, Dudley, on April 26 and 27 this 
year. He received a 12-week jail sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, and ordered to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work. 

He pulled up in a van with another man and 
loaded it with metal items before driving away, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard last week. 

A resident living near to the pub became suspi¬ 
cious at the activity due to the pub being closed and 
called police. Officers found the 25-year-old on top of 
the roof terrace . 

Scrap 

Magistrates were told he had admitted taking 
metal items to sell for scrap but told police had not 
broken in because the building was not secure. 

Tildesley, of Shakespeare Road, Tipton, was also 
ordered to pay compensation of £1,000 along with 
court costs of £85. He had pleaded guilty to a charge 
of burglary at a previous hearing on May 6. 

Mrs Jane Yeomans, prosecuting, said none of the 
metal items taken had been recovered. 

Mr Anthony Schiller, defending, said Tildesley 
had fallen on hard times. 


Police in blitz on 
motoring crime 

MORE than 30 drivers were stopped by 
police during a police crackdown on motoring 
crime in the Black Country. 

Four people were arrested and eight cars were 
seized during the operation in Tipton Road, Dudley. 

During the six-hour operation near the Black 
Country Living Museum officers used automatic 
number plate recognition technology which flags up 
vehicles believed to be connected with criminality. 

Altogether 34 cars were stopped and eight seized 
and will be destroyed after being found to be unroad¬ 
worthy or were being used without insurance. 
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Inquest 
opens on 
four killed 
in crash 

INQUESTS into the deaths of 
four people killed in a horror 
crash in West Bromwich were 
opened last week. 

The crash, in Greets Green Road, at 
12.50am on Sunday, June 5, killed 
driving instructor Kelly Partridge, 
aged 34, of Hall Green Road, West 
Bromwich along with her friend 
Tracy Chambers, 28, of Devereux 
Road, West Bromwich. 

The two were among six friends 
who had been out to celebrate Tracy 
passing her driving test. 

It also claimed the lives of two 
people in a Citroen Saxo, Ashley 
Simpson, 21, Grafton Road, and 
Joanne Martin, 40, of Wood Lane, 
both West Bromwich. She was also 
known as Joanne Ralley but had 
reverted back to her maiden name 
Martin. 

Hospital 

Four other passengers needed hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

Giving evidence, Sergeant Tim 
Rogers, said: “A Saxo driven by 
Joanne Martin was travelling from 
Wood Lane towards the bridge and as 
it reached the crest of the bridge there 
was a head on collision with a Ford 
Fiesta driven by Kelly Partridge.” 

Clive Loyns, Black Country assis¬ 
tant deputy coroner adjourned the 
inquests. 


Man smashed 
windows on 
his sister’s car 

A TIPTON man smashed up his 
sister’s car in a drunken rage, a court 
heard. Nicholas Farmer, aged 22, of 
Andrew Road, Tipton, appeared at 
Warley Magistrates Court for sen¬ 
tence last week after pleading guilty 
to criminal damage at an earlier 
hearing. 

Magistrates gave Farmer a £65 fine 
but ruled he did not have to pay it as 
he had spent 20 days in prison await¬ 
ing sentence. 

Prosecutor Ms Narinder Bains said 
the incident had taken place on May 
19 following a series of family rows. 

She said: “He argued with his sister 
then went over to her car and punched 
the driver’s side window so it 
smashed. He then carried on to smash 
two more windows.” 


Cabbie avoids ban 

A TAXI driver from West Bromwich 
has been allowed to keep his licence 
despite being caught with two bald 
tyres. Mushtaq Hussain, aged 46, of 
Walter Street, was given three points 
on his licence at Warley Magistrates 
Court after being found guilty. 

He was fined £185 and ordered to 
pay £60 costs, plus a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


Fraud woman jailed for 18 months 


A WOMAN dubbed a “determined and prac¬ 
tised fraudster” has been jailed for 18 months 
after conning more than £1,000 from the 
Wednesbury firm she worked for. 

Tina Patel had a string of previous convictions 
but kept them secret when applying for a job at the 
national headquarters of Walmsley Furnishings. 
The married 34-year-old was given a trial as a sales 
ledger administrator but was sacked within a year 
of starting at the Wednesbury Trading Estate 


offices because she made so many mistakes. The 
firm then launched a probe after a large number of 
receipts were found to be missing, explained prose¬ 
cutor Miss Raj Punia at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. 

It was found that Patel had tricked stores into 
paying refunds to customers twice. She contacted 
managers to claim first payments had not gone 
through and asked for another payable to bank 
accounts which belonged to her husband and 
herself. In 2009, Patel collected £449 from the 


Skelmersdale branch on March 13 and £689 from 
the Wrexham store on April 16. The company fixed 
appointments to interview Patel about the missing 
money but she did not turn up. Police went to an 
address in Willenhall and found debit cards for the 
two accounts into which the money had been paid. 

Patel, now of Hilton Street, West Bromwich, 
admitted fraud and was jailed by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz, who told her: “You are a determined and 
practised fraudster. A substantial amount of trust 
had been placed in you after you lied to get the job.” 


Hit-and-run victim 
launches campaign 
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But thanks to physiotherapy and 
determination, he has managed to 
fight his way back and resume a rela¬ 
tively normal life. 

The 42-year-old said: “I was at such 
a low after the crash. I can remember 
lying in the road and wondering if I 
would ever walk again. The doctors 
put me on anti-depressants. But I 
wanted to carry on.” 

Mr Taylor had completed a number 
of fun runs before the crash but he 
now struggles to walk and needs 
regular pain killers. 

It is thought the black Toyota 
Celica was travelling at between 
50 and 60 mph when he was hit on 
the 30mph road. 

He has been told if the car had 
been going any quicker it is 
unlikely he would be alive today. 

But after three operations, with 
more in the pipeline, he has been 
able to return to work as a sales 
assistant. 

Spearhead 

He goes to watch his two boys, 
aged 11 and 15, play football and is 
able to perform routine daily 
chores. 

Reliving the crash, which hap¬ 
pened in Mill Street, Dudley, in 
November 2007, he said: “It was 
coming so quickly that I could not 
get out of the way and it ploughed 
into me.” 

Mr Taylor, of Vimy Road in 
Wednesbury, is using his experi¬ 
ences to spearhead a campaign for 
improvements on Wood Green 
Road, which is crossed by hun¬ 
dreds of pupils from Wood Green 
High School and Stuart Bathurst 
Catholic High School every day. 
One of his sons, 11-year-old 
Bradley goes to Wood Green.

WHEN keen runner Andy 
Taylor was ran over by a hit- 
and-run driver in 2007, he 
feared he may never walk 
again.

His frustration was 
heightened by the fact that, 
despite several witnesses, the 
person responsible was never 
brought to justice. 


Eco-bungalows scheme 
is aimed at the over 55s 


PLANS have been drawn up for 
two specially-built eco-friendly bun¬ 
galows in West Bromwich. 

The energy efficient properties 
have been proposed by Dr Beatrice 
Anderson, who has finalised the 
plans after extensive negotiations 
with Sandwell Council. 

It is intended that the energy-effi¬ 
cient bungalows will have waste, 
recycling and cycle storage facilities, 
internal fire sprinkler systems and 


be available for people aged over 55. 
They will be built on a vacant brown¬ 
field site to the rear of Erbington 
Road and Arlington Road in West 
Bromwich. 

Access will be resurfaced and low 
energy ground lighting will be 
installed. 

The full plans can be seen on 
Sandwell Council’s Public Access 
website under planning application 
reference DC/11/53351.

A FIREFIGHTER who has 
never had a day off sick has been 
honoured for long service. 

John Williams, aged 37, of Tipton, 
joined as a junior firefighter at the 
age of 16. 

He recalls going to a fire at The 
George Inn pub, Halesowen, not long 
after starting his first full-time post 
at Cradley Heath fire station. 

He said: “When we arrived at the 
pub we could see a lady on the top 
floor and she was about to jump from 
the building. 

“It must have been so awful inside 
that she had to get out any way she 
could. 

“We rushed to get the ladders up to 
the window and she literally jumped 
into the watch commander’s arms.” 


He said car crashes were most har¬ 
rowing call outs. 

“At the time you are a bit like a 
robot and you just do your job but it is 
when you get home you think about 
it,” he said. 

He was presented with a long 
service medal and certificate and an 
award for not having a day off sick. 

Young 

Mr Williams, who lives with 
partner Claire and daughter Sophie, 
four, in Cradley Heath, says the main 
focus of his job now is working with 
young people. 

He is the watch manager in charge 
of Sandwell Youth Programme based 
at Tipton fire station and runs 
courses for hundreds of young people 
in the area. 


Sat-nav 
safety at 
crossing 

INCIDENTS at Langley Green 
have been cited at the launch of 
new sat-nav technology which 
alerts drivers to level crossings. 

The new app, developed by Garmin 
in conjunction with Network Rail, 
was unveiled last week to coincide 
with International Level Crossing 
Awareness Day. 

It tells drivers they are approach¬ 
ing a level crossing with a train 
whistle sound and an X on the screen 
and is free to download for owners of 
Garmin Satnavs. 

CCTV footage of two near-misses at 
Langley Green level crossing was 
released at the launch of the national 
initiative. One of them shows a pedes¬ 
trian ignoring flashing lights at the 
crossing, even though seconds earlier 
she had been given a safety aware¬ 
ness leaflet. She is then seen dashing 
over the crossing as a warning klaxon 
is sounding, before the barriers are 
forcibly stopped. 

Fine 

The woman was given a £50 on-the- 
spot fine for trespassing on the 
railway. 

In the second Langley Green clip 
two cyclists make a dash for the cross¬ 
ing as the level crossing barrier is low¬ 
ering. The first cyclist gets through 
unscathed but the second rides head¬ 
first into the barrier. 

Network Rail route director Jo 
Kaye said Langley Green was a 
problem crossing. 

“We often have to stop the road bar¬ 
riers lowering because somebody is 
making a last minute dash across,” 
she said. “Pedestrians and cyclists are 
just as guilty as car and lorry drivers, 
as our latest CCTV clips show. 

“Sat-nav technology has proved to 
be a great help to motorists in alerting 
them to what’s ahead on the road, so 
developing an app around level cross¬ 
ings seemed a smart idea.” 

It is hoped the new technology will 
reduce the number of incidents which 
cause damage, disruption and deaths 
each year. 

Acting inspector Stuart Middle- 
mas, from British Transport Police, 
said that they would continue to work 
with Network Rail to carry out action 
against people who take risks at level 
crossings. 

“I cannot over-emphasise just how 
dangerous this is,” he said. “The 
warning signs and barriers are there 
for a reason and those who fail to heed 
the warnings are putting themselves 
and others at risk.” 


Park gyms to 
fight the flab 

PARKS in Sandwell have picked up 
grants totalling £52,000 to build three 
outdoor gyms as part of the campaign 
to tackle obesity. 

West Smethwick Park in Smeth¬ 
wick and Barnford Park in Oldbury 
each pick up £17,000, with Brunswick 
Park in Wednesbury getting £18,000. 

Bids were put in by the individual 
parks’ friends groups, set up to look 
after and support the borough’s green 
spaces. Each outdoor gym will contain 
equipment, including skiing and 
walking machines, sit-up and pull 
down bars with other pieces of fitness 
kit. Work is to begin at the sites within 
weeks.

A TRAINING centre creating 38 jobs is set 
to open in Tipton. 

Solihull-based Fourstar Employment and Skills 
Ltd wants to open the new base in former industrial 
units and offices in the town. 

The firm has applied to Sandwell Council to 
change use of the units on Cleton Business Park, 
Cleton Street, to a training centre. Plans would see 
three vacant units transformed into the new hub. 

A statement to the council says units were last 
used as a food making and distribution facility, 


which closed in January 2010. They are in a single 
building bounded on two sides by the business park 
internal road system, Cleton Street and adjacent 
units.

The firm sayss it has chosen Sandwell due to its 
high deprivation. It expects to see 32 people an hour 
or 226 people a week and will be open Monday to 
Friday between 9am and 5pm.

Need-A-Skip in Brandon Way, West 
Bromwich, part-funded the expansion 
of its site with a six-figure loan from 
the European Investment Bank.

Families fear losing 
care because of cuts 


SANDWELL families with 
severely disabled children fear 
losing out on vital care due to 
spending cuts. 

Families, with children using a 
day care centre run by the charity 
Options for Life in Oldbury, fear 
they will no longer be able to use 
its services. 

In March parents were told the 
charity was not getting enough from 
Sandwell Council for Making Tracks, 
at Acorn Lodge, Vicarage Road. 
Charity bosses asked the council to 
allocate budgets to clients for care. 
Council chiefs told families they would 
be assessed for direct payments to 
spend on care of their choice. This, if 
they wished, could go to Making 
Tracks. 

Rushed 

Families say they were not con¬ 
sulted, the process was rushed and the 
amount of cash was not enough for 
care. 

Dawn Rabone’s 26-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Charlotte goes to Acorn Lodge five 
days a week. Mrs Rabone of Goode 
Close, Oldbury, said: “We will not have 
the funds for the care we need. Char¬ 
lotte will not get the same quality of 


care she gets at Acorn Lodge anywhere 
else.” 

Vanessa Southall’s daughter Stacey, 
21, has used the centre for three days 
a week for two years. She needs 24 
hour care. Mrs Southall, 40, of Long 
Bank Road, Tividale, said money 
would only just cover the cost of the 
day care service meaning they would 
not have enough for respite care. 

Diane Mills, 61, of Hanover Road, 
Rowley Regis, fears her son Adrian, 35, 
will be asked to go for a different form 
of day care. 

Options for Life Chairman Geoff 
Coleman says they are always and 
continuing to look for ways to cut the 
cost of the service — £120 to £160 per 
person per day. 

Sandwell Council cabinet member 
for adults social care Councillor Ann 
Jaron said people could decide to stay 
at Making Tracks or get another 
support provider instead. 

“The council has paid the higher 
rate that Making Tracks asked for 
since April and the organisation has 
told us that they prefer to deal with 
personal budgets,” she said. “But the 
cost of the service has significantly 
increased and the council has always 
been clear that this was not sustain¬ 
able in the current climate.” 


Woman stabbed in 
a row over wages 


A BLACK Country 
woman has been told 
she faces a “substan¬ 
tial” prison sentence 
after being convicted 
of stabbing a restau¬ 
rant worker following 
a dispute over wages. 

Denise Beckford, aged 
32, was cleared of 
attempted murder but 
has been warned she 
still faces a significant 
time in custody after 
being found guilty of 
wounding with intent. 

The knife attack left 
20-year-old Makela Pat¬ 
terson with life-threat¬ 
ening injuries and in 
need of emergency 
surgery, Birmingham 
Crown Court was told. 

Beckford, of Talbot 
Street, Lye, will be sen¬ 
tenced on July 15 after 


requesting psychiatric 
and pre-sentence reports 
be drawn up. 

Judge Robert Orme 
told her: “You are looking 
to receive a substantial 
custodial sentence.” 

The court heard that 
Beckford went “on the 
run” for 46 days before 
being caught by police. 

Waiting 

Her co-defendant 
Adele Johnson-Hector, 
aged 26, of Bryant 
Street, Winson Green, 
was cleared of attempted 
murder and wounding 
with intent by the jury. 

Both defendants had 
denied all charges. 

The court previously 
heard the dispute 
stemmed from Miss Pat¬ 
terson leaving her job at 
the Mish Mash restau¬ 


rant in Dudley Road, 
Winson Green, run by 
Beckford’s uncle. 

Miss Patterson turned 
up at Mish Mash on 
November 3 last year 
with her sister and had a 
row with the uncle over 
wages. 

Later on, she received 
text messages from 
Beckford, one of which 
said: “How long before 
you run and hide from 
me?” 

The pair agreed to 
meet in Archibald Road, 
Lozells, to talk about 
what had happened. 

Miss Patterson told 
the jury Beckford, was 
waiting in a car with 
three other women. 
There was a scuffle and 
Miss Patterson was 
stabbed in the chest, 
throat and arm.

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Necklace 
thief left 
his prints 
on note 

THE writing was on the wall for 
a thief when he left a note he had 
penned at the scene of the crime. 

Avtar Bhandal tricked his way into 
the West Bromwich home of his 73- 
year-old victim by claiming to know 
her son. 

When told the man was not at home, 
the 27-year-old asked for a drink of 
water before carefully washing and 
drying the glass to prevent leaving 
any forensic clues to his identify, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

He used a false name to scribble a 
message urging the son to ring him to 
bolster the lie that they knew each 
other, said prosecutor David Lees. 

Mr Lees continued: “He then sud¬ 
denly snatched two gold necklaces 
worth a total of £900 from the neck of 
the woman and ran off.” 

But bungling Bhandal left the note 
he had just written behind and it led 
police to him after his fingerprints 
were found on the paper. 

He had been freed shortly before the 
crime from a five-year sentence for 
shop robberies, the court heard. 

Deported 

He had entered the country illegally 
at the age of 17 and had a £350-a-week 
addiction to heroin and cocaine funded 
through crime. 

Married father-of-one Bhandal, of 
Clarence Road, Handsworth, admit¬ 
ted theft and was jailed for two years 
and eight months last week by Judge 
Amjad Nawaz, who also ordered 
Bhandal be deported back to India on 
completion of the sentence. 


Club ‘angry 
and bitter’ 

TIPTON Town Football Club says 
its reputation had been left “deeply 
tarnished” by its former chairman Bill 
Williams, after he was jailed for five- 
and-a-half years for fraud. 

The club issued a statement saying 
members have been left “angry, bitter 
and bewildered”, after discovering the 
accountant had pocketed more than 
£276,000 from the life insurance and 
pension policies of a murdered father 
Andrew Diack, who was stabbed to 
death in 2009. 

The statement said: “The acting pro¬ 
visional committee of Tipton Town FC 
would like to state on behalf of the 
club, players and its supporters that 
the fraudulent actions of former club 
Chairman Mr Bill Williams have left 
the club shocked and angry.”

BUSINESS space remains empty 
at £72 million West Bromwich arts 
centre The Public three years after 
the building opened. 

Despite all of the venue’s “lily pad” 
offices being snapped up, space still 
remains empty on level four of the 
New Street centre. Bosses say they 
are in talks with potential tenants. If 
space is not let out Sandwell Council 
staff could move in. 

A past report from auditors KPMG 
said that failure to let the space is con¬ 


sidered a risk. It said there was a pos¬ 
sibility of investors clawing back mil¬ 
lions of pounds pumped into the 
project if the failure to attract tenants 
leads to the decommissioning of the 
building. 

However, Linda Saunders, manag¬ 
ing director at the New Street centre 
said three new tenants had recently 
moved in - filling all of the lily pad 
offices, and they were now in talks 
with potential tenants for space on 
the fourth floor. 


Terror risk in region 


THE West Midlands is one of the 
hotspot areas outside London most at 
risk of Islamist terrorism, according 
to a Government strategy on tackling 
extremism. 

Birmingham is one of 25 priority 
areas which are being targeted by the 
Prevent programme which has been 
allocated a budget of £46 million for 
2011/12. 

Extra funds will be made available 
to councils to “address specific local 
risks” and activities aimed at reduc¬ 


ing the number of potential terrorist 
recruits. 

The action comes after the 120-page 
report revealed that of the people con¬ 
victed of Islamist terrorism-related 
offences over the past 10 years — 13 
per cent were resident in the West 
Midlands - the second highest 
number in the country behind the 
capital which accounted for almost 50 
per cent. Of those caught and brought 
to justice in the West Midlands, 12 per 
cent were from Birmingham. 


Obesity crisis leads 
to stricter controls

STRICT controls are set to 
be placed on businesses which 
want to set up new fast food 
restaurants in Sandwell in a 
bid to tackle the borough’s 
obesity crisis. 

New takeaways will not be able 
to open near secondary schools 
and firms will be also asked for a 
£1,000 fee to open new restau¬ 
rants, with the cash ploughed 
back into the community. 

Sandwell has one of the worst 
obesity problems in the region and 
more than £250,000 has been spent on 
referring 5,000 people for obesity 
treatment in three years alone. 

The rules will apply to new sites 
applying to open. The policy has been 
set out in a draft hot food takeaway 
planning document being considered 
by Sandwell’s cabinet member for jobs 
and economy, Councillor Ian Jones, 
this week. 

Under proposals outlined in the 
report, planning permission will not 
be granted to takeaways within 
1,300ft of secondary schools or 
approved sites for new secondary 
schools. 


The distance was set following con¬ 
sultation with borough pupils which 
discovered 68 per cent were not pre¬ 
pared to walk further during 
lunchtime. 

The policy would also ban a new 
takeaway in areas where it would 
mean there are three or more next to 
each other, in areas where homes 
would be adversely affected, and 
where advice has come from the police 
that it is likely to lead to anti-social 
behaviour. 

Levy 

All new takeaways will also have to 
fork out a £1,000 levy as a condition of 
development. This will then be spent 
on improving the area. 

Cllr Jones said: “What we have 
identified is the significant problem in 
the community with obesity and other 
problems, such as the onset of dia¬ 
betes and health issues in our young 
children. 

“What we are trying to do is to dis¬ 
suade hot food take aways from being 
located around school sites. We have 
to try to make sure that they have 
their place but then try to dissuade 
them in areas where they are not 
suited, such as around school sites.” 


Kegs and glasses thrown 
in pub clash between fans 


A violent confronta¬ 
tion broke out at a Black 
Country pub between 
Wolves and Baggies fans 
after the sides’ Premier 
League draw in Febru¬ 
ary, a court heard. 

Dozens of fans were 
caught on CCTV throw¬ 
ing glasses and even 
beer kegs at each other 
at the Tamebridge pub 
in Great Bridge on Feb¬ 
ruary 20. 

Eight Baggies fans 
appeared before Warley 
Magistrates Court last 
week to plead not guilty 
to violent disorder. All 
the men will appear 
before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court later this 
year following a commit¬ 
tal hearing in August. 

Prosecutor Miss Kelly 
Hale told the court: 
“After the match at The 
Hawthorns supporters 
from both sides had gone 


to the Tamehouse. At 
approximately 5.15pm 
large-scale disorder 
broke out at the pub 
between supporters of 
Wolves and West 
Bromwich Albion. Bar 
stools, glasses, bottles 
and beer kegs were 
among items thrown.” 

Miss Hale said the 
eight accused men had 
been identified by police 
officers on CCTV 
cameras at the pub. 

Marred 

The men are: Shaun 
Bennett, aged 33, of 
Fountain Lane, Dudley; 
Eric Cox, 55, of Menin 
Road, Tipton; James 
Harris, 40, of Abbey 
Close, West Bromwich; 
Nathan Painter, 21, of 
Moxley Road, Darlas- 
ton; Neil Sutera, 34, of 
Radford Lane, Wolver¬ 
hampton; Stephen 


Whitehouse, 37, of 
Birchfield Way, Yew 
Tree; James Wiles, 24, of 
Broadwaters Road, Dar- 
laston and Ricky 
Wright, 30, of Arthur 
Street, West Bromwich. 

All the men were 
bailed to reappear at 
Warley Magistrates 
Court for a committal 
hearing on August 2. 

They were banned 
from attending any foot¬ 
ball match, from visiting 
the Tamebridge pub, 
and from travelling to 
cities or towns where 
West Bromwich Albion 
are playing away. 

Many fans missed the 
entire first half of the 
derby match after a 
tram broke down at 
Black Lake due to 
severe overcrowding, 
with more than 300 fans 
walking the final three 
miles to the ground.

Despite cuts, the council has 
installed a £12,000 pergola at nearby 
Barnford Park and contributed £1.9 
million towards a £6.3m restoration of 
West Bromwich’s Dartmouth Park.

Titanic II sinks on maiden voyage 


THIS is the dramatic moment a boat 
called Titanic II lived up to the name 
and sank on her maiden voyage. 

Birmingham man Mark Wilkinson 
had to be rescued after his vessel 
began to sink. He had paid £1,000 for 
the second-hand boat and towed it to 
Dorset from Birmingham for its first 
outing. But just like the famous ship 
which sank 99 years ago, he ran into 
problems. He was on his fishing trip 
when the 16ft cabin cruiser suddenly 
sprang a leak in the fibre-glass hull. 


Mr Wilkinson tried to pump the 
water out but his efforts proved futile 
and he was forced to abandon ship. 

He was flung a lifebuoy and finally 
dragged out by the harbour master at 
West Bay. 

Titanic II was was later towed out 
and Mr Wilkinson said he felt embar¬ 
rassed. 

The famous ocean liner Titanic sank 
on her maiden voyage to New York in 
1912 with the loss of 1,517 lives. 


60 beds for dementia patients at former pub 


New care home is 
to open next month 


A 60-bed care home being built on the 
site of a former pub in West Bromwich will 
open next month. 

The three-storey home, on the old Golden Lion site 
in Hall Green Road, will cater exclusively for people 
suffering with dementia. The home will be run by 
Leeds-based Ideal Care Homes and will create more 
than 50 jobs. It has been built by LNT Construction 
Ltd, which is part of the same company as Ideal Care 
Homes. 

LNT spokeswoman Nicola Freitas said: “Work on 
the home is almost complete and we will be open for 
business on July 31. Some of our homes have a 
mixture of residential and dementia beds but this 
site will be for people with dementia only.” 

The new home, where the rooms are all en-suite, 
will be named Hall Green, after the road in which it 
is situated. 

Earlier this year LNT pulled out of a goodwill 
gesture to build a pedestrian refuge outside the 
home after the cost was greater than had first been 
anticipated. Before planning permission was 
granted, it was thought the cost would be around 
£3,000 but new estimates said it would cost £10,000. 


Speculation 

Documents which have been submitted by LNT 
Construction Ltd on behalf of the company said: 
“Our client cannot accept the additional costs.” 

Meanwhile, LNT bosses have moved to dismiss 
speculation about the future of the new home after 
it was shown as being up for sale on an industry 
website with a price tag of £4.5 million. 

Ms Freitas said: “All new properties built by LNT 
are initially advertised for sale by our agent part¬ 
ners but should be taken 
down if the property is 
going to be retained by 
the group. That is the 
case here and we will be 
contacting the website.” 

An open day for 
members of the public to 
view the new Hall Green 
care home will take place 
on July 31, with viewing 
times yet to be con¬ 
firmed.

THE fiance of a driving instruc¬ 
tor killed along with three others 
in a horror crash in West 
Bromwich has paid tribute to her. 

Mother-of-four Kelly Partridge, 
aged 34, was behind the wheel of a 
Ford Fiesta that burst into flames 
after a head-on collision with a 
Citroen Saxo. 

Kelly’s boyfriend Chris 
Williams, of Hall Green Road in 
West Bromwich, said: “Putting my 
feelings for Kel into words is the 
most difficult thing I have ever 
done. To say that Kelly was the 
most loving, kind hearted and 
unselfish person I have ever met 
would just be scratching the 
surface. 

“She was my inspiration, my 
reason, my life, and my world 
revolved around her. 

“She loved her family and chil¬ 


dren very much, and I will ensure 
that this love continues to grow 
and be nurtured.” 

The crash, in Greets Green 
Road, at 12.50am on Sunday, June 
5, killed Kelly along with her 
friend Tracy Chambers. The two 
were among six friends who had 
been out in Birmingham to cele¬ 
brate Tracy passing her driving 
test. Two people in the Saxo, 
Joanne Ralley and Ashley 
Simpson, also died and four others 
needed hospital treatment. 

Kelly had been in a relationship 
with Mr Williams for more than 
seven years and the pair had 
intended to wed within the next 
two years. She had two children 
with Mr Williams - Luke, four, 
and CJ, one, plus two more chil¬ 
dren, Liam, 13 and Paige, nine. 


Ex-canal museum 
building to be sold

Frank Caldwell said 
plans are being drawn 
up for the disposal of 
the site. 

The 1930s built 
former pub in 
Brasshouse Lane 
opened as the canal her¬ 
itage centre in the late 
1980s. Since the 1990s 
the building has oper¬ 
ated as the Galton 
Valley Canal Heritage 
Centre and later as the 
Galton Valley Canal 
Museum. 

It closed when it was 
decided to relocate the 
canal museum exhibits 
and displays to the 
1920s New Pumping 
Station located next to 
the canal. 

Mr Caldwell, princi¬ 
pal officer for museums, 
arts and tourism at the 
council, said: “We are in 
the process of relocat¬ 
ing exhibits into the 
pumping building. It is 


an historic building 
that is right next to the 
canal.” 

This had rendered 
the Old Cock Inn 
“surplus to require¬ 
ments”. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for jobs 
and economy at 
Sandwell Council, said: 
“We are having to look 
at a lot of options. 

“If we were looking at 
them other than in a 
financial constraints 
way then we wouldn’t 
probably want to do it.” 

The council has 
already raised cash 
from the sale of land at 
a recent auction, with 
the former Timbertree 
Nursery in Graingers 
Lane, Cradley Heath, 
fetching £160,000. 

It has also drawn up 
plans to dispose of 
offices in Smethwick 
High Street.

Torquay I Isle of Wight 
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Alarm call out cuts 


FIRE crews in the West Mid¬ 
lands will no longer automati¬ 
cally answer fire alarms triggered 
at businesses in a bid to save 
almost £3 million. 

West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
service said answering automatic 
alarms during daytime hours was a 
“drain on the taxpayer” . 

It now will no longer send engines to 
companies from 8am to 8pm. The 
service said it attends more than 
10,000 alarm calls every year gener¬ 
ated by automatic fire alarms - and in 
98 per cent of the cases there is no fire 
or emergency. 

A statement said: “It is clear that 
this is a huge drain on the taxpayer 
and an emergency response by a fire 
appliance puts the public at risk when 


in reality, there is no requirement for 
the fire service to be mobilised.” 

However, trade group the Fire 
Industry Association said companies 
have not been made properly aware of 
the changes. 

Group commander Jim Sinnott, of 
West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Service, said it costs the fire service 
just over £286 every time it responds 
to a call out. In all false alarms cost 
just more than £2.8m per year. 

The decision to cut the number of 
call-outs comes at a time the service 
has been told it must cut £7m from its 
£119m annual budget. 

Group commander Sinnott said: 
“We have a lot of these calls and it 
drains our resources. We now ask the 
owner or occupier to make further 
investigations before we attend.” 


Firefighters’ new uniform

FIREFIGHTERS in the West 
Midlands have unveiled their new 
uniform which is now in use. 

The smart new uniform replaces the 
old orange kit. Supplied by Bristol Uni¬ 
forms as part of an eight-year deal, the 
brigade claims it saves £1.4 million 
compared to the previous contract. 

It will be worn by firefighters from 
all West Midlands Fire Service’s com¬ 
munity fire stations. 

The new kit, which is Paris blue and 
red, replaces the magma-coloured uni¬ 
forms. 

It also has a number of enhanced 
safety features, including a new 
helmet with built-in safety glasses, 
and the uniform itself is made from a 
lightweight and more breathable 
fabric. 

The kit was tested at Oldbury fire 
station with volunteers from across the 
region to make sure it offered the best 
fit and personal protection. 

The service invited four suppliers to 
submit kits to be tried out by the fire¬ 


fighters. The simulated test conditions 
included rescuing casualties from a 
house fire, and car crashes. 

Vij Randeniya, chief fire officer said: 
“Our firefighters are amongst the very 
best in the world and it is important 
that we do everything we can to 
enhance their personal safety. 

“As well as offering excellent safety 
and comfort, this kit also demonstrates 
exceptional value for money which is 
crucial to us given the financial chal¬ 
lenges we face.” 

Components 

He said the Bristol Uniforms kit was 
selected due to the additional compo¬ 
nents it offered which maximised 
comfort and protection. It has also 
been praised by West Midlands Fire 
Service’s 77 female firefighters, who 
received a separate kit designed to give 
a perfect fit. 

The new kit will cost the fire service 
£5.3 million, which represents a £1.4m 
saving. 


No plans to send 
council jobs abroad 


THERE are no plans to send 
jobs at Sandwell Council abroad, 
the borough’s efficiency boss has 
pledged. 

It comes after Birmingham City 
Council and private firm Capita con¬ 
firmed plans to transfer more than 100 


city council jobs overseas, many of 
them to India. 

The jobs are with Service Birming¬ 
ham, a joint venture between the 
council and Capita. Birmingham says 
it needs to save £212m in the next 
financial year. 

But the Unite union 
has demanded that 
Birmingham halt its 
plans. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, cabinet 

member for improve¬ 
ment and efficiency in 
Sandwell, said his 
authority was committed 
to keeping jobs in the 
borough. 

He said: “We are 
encouraging more jobs to 
come to Sandwell. 

“It would be wrong for 
Sandwell Council to 
transfer their call centres 
and IT jobs outside 
Sandwell.”

WEST Midlands based contractors Thomas 
Vale Construction have started work on the £5 
million community centre for the Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara in Smethwick. 

To mark the start of the project a foundation stone 
ceremony was carried out by Thomas Vale and the 
Gurdwara, for which the ‘Panj Piyarai’ (Five Sikhs) 
of the Gurdwara carried out prayers for good luck in 
the project and poured cement into the ground.

Biggest 

Guru Nanak Gurdwara Smethwick is a Sikh 
temple and the UK’s first and biggest Gurdwara. 
The total Gurdwara spans an area of about 78,000 
square metres and the building is four storeys high. 

Tony Hyde, managing director for Thomas Vale 
Group, added: “We’re pleased to have been given the 
opportunity to work on such a famous and historic 
building. This is one of the largest religious build¬ 
ings we have worked on so far, and aim to finish with 
a community centre the local community can be 
proud of.” 

The design is the work of Reade Buray Associates 
in collaboration with a dedicated building sub-com¬ 
mittee of Guru Nanak Gurdwara Smethwick. The 
project is being funded by Barclays Corporate, Birm¬ 
ingham.

Decision to use more 
robots is paying off 


A BOLD move to 
use more robots in its 
production processes 
is helping to boost the 
fortunes of a West 
Bromwich firm. 

Precision aluminium 
diecaster JH Lavender’s 
latest investment has 
seen a 1,600 tonne auto¬ 
mated diecasting cell, 
featuring a 6-axis Kuka 
robot for unloading com¬ 
ponents, added to a new 
620 square metre 
diecasting hall at its site 
in West Bromwich. 

The company already 
uses four Kuka robots 
with three models 
deployed on its series of 
750 tone automated 
diecasting machines, 
while the other is used to 
saw and rout a variety of 
parts in a separate fin¬ 
ishing operation. 

Diecasting machine 
maker Colosio, which 
commissioned and 
installed the new cell, 
chose a Kuka KR150 
foundry robot as it is 
specifically designed for 
challenging workplaces. 


It is not only triple 
coated in heat-reflecting 
paint, but also has a 
heat-resistant inline 
wrist. 

The robot carries out a 
number of tasks once it 
has extracted the compo¬ 
nent from the diecasting 
machine. It lifts the part 
to a checking station 
where a set of six sen 
sors verify it is intact 
before chilling it in 
water. The final task 
involves depositing the 
component on to a chute 
where it is collected by 
an operator who trims 
any excess aluminium in 
a hydraulic press. 

JH Lavender’s deci¬ 
sion to use more automa¬ 
tion was an important 
part of ambitious expan¬ 
sion plans which took off 
in 2009, at a time when 
many firms were 
streamlining their oper¬ 
ations in the wake of 
recession. 

Buoyed by a raft of 
long-term contracts 
from its major cus¬ 
tomers, the company 
embarked on the largest

New roof plan at landmark church 


A LANDMARK West Bromwich 
church may be given a £50,000 
revamp which will see pitched roofs 
erected. 

Those in charge of Wesley Methodist 
Church, in High Street, want to make 
changes in a bid to improve security. 

A planning application has been submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council and, if approved, 
work is expected to start next spring. 

A statement to the council says a church 
has been on the site since the first half of 
the 19th century. 


A building called the Akrill Hall was 
built a century later. 

The original building was demolished 
leaving Akrill Hall and small attached 
buildings, which were incorporated into a 
building with a number of flat roofs. 

Maintenance of the roofs and other fea¬ 
tures had become difficult and costly. 

Access 

“There are numerous changes in floor 
levels which, particularly with an ageing 
population, make disabled access to some 
parts difficult to provide and the realtively 


low, flat roofs present a security risk,” said 
the statement to planners. 

Mr Graham Woodall of Lichfield-based 
GD Woodall and Co, acting as planning 
agent for the church, said pitched roofs 
would look better and improve security. 

Expenditure would be recovered in 
reduced maintenance. 

“The tenders haven’t been obtained but 
we are talking about in excess of £50,000. 

“It is unlikely it will be this year, it is 
more likely to be spring 2012 because plan¬ 
ning permission and tenders won’t be done 
in time.”

Fear allows 
loan sharks 
to dodge jail 

LOAN sharks targeting people in Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Counry during the reces¬ 
sion are avoiding prison because their terrified 
victims refuse to give evidence in court. 

Almost 50 reports of illegal money lending have 
come before investigators from victims in the West 
Midlands over the past three years, but just six 
people were brought to justice - and no money was 
reclaimed in either 2008 or 2009. 

The figures were released to The Chronicle’s sister 
newspaper the Express & Star by the National 
Illegal Money Lending project - “Stop Loan Sharks”. 

This is a Birmingham-based, Government-funded 
scheme set up to tackle the problem of loan sharks 
across England. Head of the team Tony Quigley said 
they faced many challenges in bringing loan sharks 
to justice. 

“Loan sharks are very nasty, both in the way they 
operate and in getting their money back,” he said. 

Intimidated 

“Victims are often too intimidated to stand up 
against their lender and if they are the only witness, 
it can leave them open to risk. Our first priority has 
to be the protection of the victim. 

“Investigations can come to a standstill for other 
reasons too. It’s difficult to get enough solid evidence 
for a conviction, or it might be that inquiries are still 
ongoing. It can take up to three years.” 

He said the team had seized weapons including 
machetes and baseballs bats. They had been used 
when intimidating or beating their victims. 

Mr Quigley added the number of people brought to 
court was only a fraction of the number of loan 
sharks estimated to be operating in the region. 

The National Illegal Money Lending team consists 
of 55 staff, including investigators, police officers 
and community liaison officers, all based in Birm¬ 
ingham. The project, which has a budget of £5.2 
million pounds for 2011, has managed to get £37m 
worth of illegal debt written off across the UK since 
it launched in 2004 and, last year, it reclaimed 
£163,000 for victims in the West Midlands. 

Fake cigarettes seized 

More than 4,000 counterfeit cigarettes have been 
seized in a raid on a shop in West Bromwich.Trading 
standards officers also seized 20 pouches of counter¬ 
feit tobacco, 100 counterfeit DVDs and three bottles 
of suspected counterfeit Bacardi rum in the swoop. 
The 200 packs of 20 cigarettes are thought to have 
been illegally smuggled into the country and, in all, 
the haul is thought to be worth £2,000.

Hidden gem is a 
step back in time 

Bethan Stanley in the showroom 

The factory is packed with the machinery, tools, 
paperwork and the dust and grime of a silver works. 

This hidden gem of industrial history was bought 
from the Evans family by English Heritage in 2008 
and has been lovingly brought back to life. 

English Heritage spent £2 million on the project 
and now it is open for visitors to come and see what 
life was like working in a successful silver factory. 

The factory was started up at 54 Albion Street in 
1881 by Jenkin Evans. Mr Evans had originally 
started as an apprentice at silver works Levi and 
Salaman. 

Such was Mr Evans’ success he was soon able to 
buy out his partners and set up on his own. Over the 
years Jenkins extended the factory outwards and 
bought the neighbouring three houses. 

Heritage 

Despite his success you will rarely find a piece of 
silverware with the JW Evans mark upon it because 
he would sell his goods on to other manufacturers 
who would then silver plate them themselves. 

The business was passed from Jenkin Evans to his 
son Austen Evans and his son Tony who sold it on to 
English Heritage. 

Conservator Beth Stanley, who has been working 
on the project, said: “The fact is everything has been 
kept. Nothing has been thrown away so a century’s 
worth of business history is just sitting here.” 

English Heritage are now organising tours of the 
Albion Street factory.

Hateley 
Heath Resource Centre 
in West Bromwich helps 
unemployed people seek 
work by providing news¬ 
papers, internet and 
phones. Dozens rely on 
it. 

Sandwell’s deputy 
leader, Councillor 

Mahboob Hussain, said: 
“We have no choice 
because of the scale of 
Government cuts.” 

He said users could get 
support at the Family 
Education Centre in 
Huntingdon Road. 


New contracts for staff 
after union challenges 
council over mileage rate 


THOUSANDS of pounds 
could be spent scrapping 
Sandwell Council staff con¬ 
tracts and drawing up new 
ones after it was claimed 
planned changes to mileage 
claims was illegal. 

Sandwell Council sent letters to 
700 workers telling them the 
amount they could claim for 
petrol would be cut from 65p a 
mile down to 45p a mile from 
August 1. 

But at a meeting between 
council and union representatives 
last week, officers said that they 
had taken legal advice because 
the authority had not sought 
workers’ agreement to the new 
terms. 

They are now planning to scrap 
the old contracts and have new 
ones featuring the revised 
mileage rates drawn up before 


attempting to get workers’ 
consent. 

Edna Hall, a spokesman for 
Unison which represents hun¬ 
dreds of workers, said: “The whole 
point of these changes is to save 
money but what the council has 
actually done is add to the cost. 

“When you think about officers’ 
time, postage, legal advice, the 
cost of doing it again, we’re 
talking about thousands of 
pounds. It’s an absolute disgrace 
the way the council has dealt with 
it. 

Unsettling 

“They wrote to employees 
saying their contracts would be 
changed and when we challenged 
the legality of it, they took legal 
advice and found out we were 
right. They can’t just say the rates 
are being changed, workers have 
to agree to it. 


“It’s unsettling for employees 
who will have to go through the 
whole process again.” 

Union leaders have accused the 
council of giving their members 
an “effective pay cut” and are con¬ 
sidering taking action. This could 
include employees refusing to use 
their own cars for business pur¬ 
poses. 

Council chiefs say the move will 
save more than £1 million a year, 
which will go towards the £75m of 
savings needed over the next four 
years. 

Sandwell’s deputy leader 
Mahboob Hussain said the 
council had not acted unlawfully. 
“It is not embarrasing,” he said. 
“We are following the procedure 
and have taken legal advice. We 
are still on course to bring this in 
later this year.”

Police probe 
fresh claims 
over jailed 
accountant 

DETECTIVES have revealed they are to 
investigate yet more claims of fraud allegedly 
carried out by the disgraced former Tipton 
Town FC chairman Bill Willi ams. 

Officers say they are probing a further three cases 
after the accountant was jailed for illegally pocket¬ 
ing more than £276,000 from the life insurance and 
pension policies of a murdered father. 

Police spokesman Lee 
Page said last week: “We 
have had contact from 
three other people who 
claim they have been 
duped by Bill Williams.” 

Mr Page could not give 
details of the amounts of 
money allegedly involved 
in the three cases. 

Father-of-two 
Williams is just over a 
week into a five-and-a- 
half year prison term for 
taking cash owed to the 
daughter of murdered 
South Staffordshire 
company director 

Andrew Diack. 

Mr Diack had created 
the policies on the advice 
of Williams, who worked as an accountant for Feath- 
erstone-based Spray Tanker Services, which 29- 
year-old Mr Diack co-owned. 

Lavish 

When Mr Diack, of Stafford Road, Fordhouses, 
was stabbed to death at Wolverhampton’s Flying 
Dutchman Pub in 2009, Williams, who was listed as 
administrator of the two policies, set in motion a 
plan to steal the funds. 

Williams, a grandfather of two of Chester Road, 
West Bromwich, spent the cash on luxury family hol¬ 
idays to the USA, season tickets at Aston Villa and 
lavish family parties. 

Mr Diack was not the only victim of 59-year-old 
Williams. 

He was jailed in 1986 for a previous £100,000 
fraud while manager of Great Wyrley-based Har¬ 
risons FC. 

He also ripped off Walsall pensioners Ronald and 
Sheila Haynes for their £97,000 life savings. 

Now he has been jailed and declared himself bank¬ 
rupt, it is unlikely Mr and Mrs Haynes will get a 
penny of the £50,000 Williams still owes them.

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Last brick laid on 
£18m office block 


A ‘TOPPING out’ cere¬ 
mony has taken place to 
mark the completion of 
an £18 million office 
development in West 
Bromwich. 

The final brick of the new 
BT building in Providence 
Place was laid last Tuesday 
(June 7), just nine months 
after work got under way. 

The 75,000 sq ft building, the 
first of its kind in the town 


since the 1970s, is expected to 
officially open in October. 

It will bring 450 new jobs to 
the borough as well as house 
500 Transform Sandwell 
employees who provide key 
services for Sandwell Council. 

Representatives of Sandwell 
Council, BT and developers 
Stoford Ltd were on hand for 
the ceremony which took place 
on the roof of the state-of-the- 
art office development. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell cabinet member for

jobs and economy, said: “Provi¬ 
dence Place is a vital part of the 
redevelopment of the town as 
high quality office space will 
help attract new investment.” 

It is hoped that the new build¬ 
ing will generate £80m in new 
investment for the town by 
pulling in new businesses 
looking for top quality office 
accommodation with good 
transport links. 

It marks the first part of the 
regeneration of West Bromwich 
town centre, which includes the 
£200m Tesco scheme, the cre¬ 
ation of the new £25m A41 
underpass, the new £77m 
Sandwell College, the £6.3m 
restoration work in Dartmouth 
Park and £10m new police 
station. 

Jobs 

Originally known as All 
Saints, the site at the junction 
of the A41 and All Saints Way, 
will become the new home for 
staff providing support services 
including technological, human 
resources procurement and 
finance to the borough. 

Jon Andrews, managing 
director of Stoford, said: “This 
event is a landmark for one of 
the West Midlands biggest 


regeneration schemes that will 
attract business and create 
quality jobs in West Bromwich 
for many years come.” 

Dave Ratcliffe, CEO of Trans¬ 
form Sandwell, added: “BT is 
delighted to be opening this 
exciting new building and to be 
involved in the over all regener¬ 
ation of West Bromwich. 

“The building will further 
BT’s joint working with in the 
council, allowing them to utilise 
brand new flexi space and 
further expand their flexible 
working programme.” 

Earlier this year, the develop¬ 
ment site was renamed Provi¬ 
dence Place, a reference to the 
chapel that was originally 
located on the site. It is located 
at the junction of the A41 
Expressway and Cronehills 
Linkway, and will provide a 
total of £245,000 sq ft of new 
office space for West Bromwich. 

Representatives of construc¬ 
tion company Bowmer and 
Kirkland and Advantage West 
Midlands were also present at 
the ceremony.

Park campaigner 
sad over loss 
of squash courts 


USERS of a Sandwell park 
have spoken of their sadness 
after the council confirmed its 
plan to demolish disused 
squash courts. 

People living near Red House 
Park hoped the buildings may 
have been saved for the commu¬ 
nity. 

The Great Barr residents say the 
buildings, which adjoin the landmark 
house which gives the green space its 
name, could have been put to good use. 
Instead, the land is expected to be 
given over to parking for the new resi¬ 
dents of the Red House, which is due to 
be turned into flats. 

Bill Gunn, Chairman of the Friends 
of Red House Park, said he had battled 
for years to save the house and its out¬ 
buildings but without success. 

He said: “The buildings haven’t been 
used as squash courts for about 30 
years and I had hoped to persuade the 
council to put in a community cafe or 
sports facility for children but I never 
got anywhere. 

“The time has come to admit defeat, 
unfortunately, and it is better the land 
is put to some use rather than just 
sitting there empty.” 


The 80-year-old, of nearby Wadding- 
ton Avenue, added: “It seems the first 
thing a council will think of these days 
is to try to build flats or houses. It is 
always about making money.” 

Newton councillor David Hosell 
said: “Getting rid of the buildings is a 
start towards getting the Red House 
brought back into use. 

“I know the Friends’ group wanted it 
to be used by the community but in the 
financial climate it just hasn’t been 
possible although who knows what 
will happen in the future.” 

Dilapidated 

In his application, Sandwell Council 
officer David Brown says the squash 
courts and public toilets are “dilapi¬ 
dated” and are “uneconomical to 
repair or refurbish”. 

Demolition work at the site could 
begin later this month. 

Earlier this year work started on the 
refurbishment of a £200,000 sports 
pavilion in the park with new kitchen 
and bathroom areas. 

The scheme also includes a meeting 
room and refurbished changing rooms 
and toilets. 

Mr Gunn said: “It will be welcome as 
there are no public toilets or any facil¬ 
ities in the park at the moment.” 


Victorian family homes restored 


VICTORIAN houses in 
Sandwell which were 
converted to flats in the 
1980s have been restored 
back to family homes. 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for 
housing Councillor 
Simon Hackett said it 
was an innovative 
response to the growing 
need for larger homes. 

The project, which 
secured £143,000 grant 
funding from Urban 
Living and work, was 
recently completed in 
partnership with 


Jephson Homes Housing 
Association and contrac¬ 
tor Interclass. 

Cllr Hackett said: “We 
are delighted these three 
properties have returned 
to their former glory. It is 
a huge achievement to 
renovate these proper¬ 
ties back into family 
homes whilst retaining 
the architectural quality 
that respects the charac¬ 
ter of the Smethwick 
area.” 

The project has seen a 
property containing 
three flats in Wellington 


Road turned back into a 
five-bedroom house 
which could accommo¬ 
date up to seven people. 

Two more properties, 
in Bearwood Road and 
Waterloo Road, have 
been converted into 
three-bedroomed houses. 

Trainees were 

recruited to work on the 
project through Sandwell 
Council's Local Training 
Scheme, and gained 
valuable experience. 

The homes are being 
offered for rent through 
Sandwell Homes.

NEARLY eight unemployed people are 
chasing every job in Sandwell, new 
figures reveal. 

Some 162,914 people on the dole are hunting for 
work across the region as a whole but there are only 
33,507 vacancies. 

A total of eight people are going for every vacant 
job in Sandwell, which equates to 13,259 people in 
competition for 1,661 jobs. 

The data for April 2011 has been released by the 
GMB union. Joe Morgan, GMB regional secretary, 
said ministers should focus on job creation and 
boosting growth to stimulate the economy. 

He said: “By seeking to eliminate the deficit 
entirely within just four years the coalition is strap¬ 
ping the economy into a financial straitjacket.” 

“The priority should be to get the economy growing 
again.”

Concern at Southern Cross homes 



RELATIVES of elderly people being 
cared for at homes run by Southern 
Cross Healthcare throughout the 
region have told of their fears, after it 
announced 3,000 jobs will be axed as it 
struggles with a major financial crisis. 

Southern Cross, which has 20 homes in 
the Black Country and five in Stafford¬ 
shire, and looks after 31,000 residents 
nationally, announced the job cuts after 
being hit by rising rent bills and falling 
revenue. 


It made a £311 million pre-tax loss in the 
six months to March. 

Earlier this month it decided to pay a 
third less rent to its landlords until Sep¬ 
tember in order to stay afloat. 

Resident 

Angela Sims, from Cradley Heath, 
whose father has been a resident at Dingle 
Meadow Care Centre in Golden Crest 
Drive, Oldbury for the past few months, 
has told of her fears. 

The 50-year-old mother-of-two, said: “Of

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Insurance worker 
used company cash 
to pay massive debts 


AN insurance worker from Sandwell 
who stole more than £1,500 from his 
employers has been given a community 
order. 

Liam Clifton, aged 26, pocketed the cash 
after telling his bosses that he had banked it 
for them. 

The father-of-two was found out when the money 
was noticed missing during checks of the accounts at 
Swinton Insurance in Bearwood. 

Clifton, of Millpool Way, Smethwick, stole the cash 
to help pay off thousands of pounds of debts, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard last week. 

Managers became concerned cash had been stolen 
and suspected it may have been a member of staff, 
said Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting. 

Enquiries revealed Clifton had been seen with the 
cash by his colleagues. 

When confronted about it, he claimed he had 
taken it to a local bank. But this was soon found to 
be untrue. 

Clifton was sacked from his job as insurance 
advisor, based in Bearwood Road, when he admitted 
the theft. 

But he did not plead guilty straight away and orig¬ 
inally denied the offence when questioned by police, 
the court heard. 

Trust 

Clifton was in £5,000 of debt, while his partner 
owed£35,000, including£12,000she was overpaid in 
child tax credits, Mr O’Brien Quinn said. 

Clifton pleaded guilty in court to the theft, which 
took place between January 21 and January 25. 

He was given a 12-month community order and 
told to complete 150 hours of unpaid work and he 
must pay back the £1,518 he stole in full. 

Judge Martin Walsh said in sentencing: “You took 
this money for your own purpose and to discharge 
your debts when it should have been banked by you 
or another employee. 

“Theft from an employer is a serious breach of 
trust and the courts take this very seriously.” 

Mr Fergal Bloomer, defending, said Clifton had 
plans to move to Cambridge with his family to “turn 
his life around” after being offered a job by his uncle.

Burglar targeted 
neighbour’s home 


A BURGLAR targeted his 
neighbour’s home and stole 
thousands of pounds worth of 
jewellery. 

Rings, necklaces and bracelets 
were swiped by Colin Kane from 
Andrew and Sharon Hughes. 

Much of the haul, worth around 
£25,000, has not been returned to 
the couple, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard on Friday. 

His victims said they were “dis¬ 
gusted” at being burgled by a 
neighbour. 

“It is a quiet place to live and 
you don’t expect it,” said mother- 
of-one Mrs Hughes, a lunchtime 
supervisor at Old Park Primary 


School, in Wednesbury. “He took 
things that are of real sentimen¬ 
tal value to the family. Jewellery 
from my mum, Clara, and dad, 
Fred, was taken. 

“They are no longer alive so it 
matters even more. 

Mrs Hughes, aged 45, said her 
12-year-old daughter Grace had 
not been able to sleep in her own 
room alone since the burglary on 
April 5. 

Smashed 

During the raid, Kane, now of 
Lime Road, Dudley, smashed into 
the Hughes’ house on Grainger 
Close, Tipton, through the conser¬ 


vatory and ransacked the place 
before making-off. 

It is believed Kane was living 
with a partner on Grainger Close 
when the offence took place. 

He admitted one charge of bur¬ 
glary and was bailed to be sen¬ 
tenced next month. 

Mrs Hughes, whose 47-year-old 
husband is a workshop foreman 
at Dudley Council, said: “He 
smashed the doors with a shovel 
and there was a right mess when 
we got back.” 

Prosecutor Mr David Lees said 
Kane had admitted the offence on 
May 13. He will be sentenced on 
July 8. 


Hospitals ending mixed 
sex wards after fines 


MALE and female patients are to have sep¬ 
arate wards at Sandwell Hospital after work 
to comply with new laws finally finished. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust was fined £18,000 for failing to complete the 
£3 million work in time for a Government deadline 
of April 1. It had been due to be finished by the end 
of the summer but it has now been completed. 

The trust has had to refurbish six wards so male 
and female patients can be cared for separately. 

As well as revamping the wards, the trust has also

hired 37 nurses and three physiotherapists to staff 
them, which will cost the trust an extra £1.4m in 
staffing costs every year. 

Of the £3m spent, £450,000 has been spent on 
refurbishing a surgical day unit at Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal. About £2m has gone on refurbishing a medical 
assistance unit at City Hospital in Birmingham. 

Another day care unit at City Hospital has had a 
£400,000 upgrade and three other units at City Hos¬ 
pital have been refurbished at a cost of £135,000 in 

total Failed 

In addition to the refurbishment of the six existing 
wards, the trust has had to open two new wards in 
order to comply with the single sex laws. Fines were 
introduced on April 1 for hospitals that failed to 
provide same-sex wards for patients. 

From April 1 to May 20 the trust, which runs 
Sandwell, Rowley Regis and City hospitals, had had 
75 breaches, resulting in fines of £18,750. 

Hospital spokeswoman Jessamy Kinghorn, said: 
“We have had to use spare wards whilst we carried 
out £3m worth of work and could not split our final 
ward into two until all the other works had been 
completed. 

“The final move was to be the opening of a new 
ward - D28 at City Hospital for male elective 
orthopaedic patients, so that D26 could become an 
all female ward. This was due to be completed at the 
end of June. The split of D26 into wards D26 and D28 
was finished ahead of schedule, opening on June 6.”

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Felt may replace 
copper dome at 
war monument 

THE copper roof of an historic war memorial repeat¬ 
edly targeted by metal thieves is poised to be replaced 
with a different material to deter further attacks. 

The landmark monument at Barr Beacon has had its dis¬ 
tinctive green roof stripped three times, forcing council chiefs 
to pay out up to £20,000 to replace it. They are now consider¬ 
ing the dome with felt at a cost of £6,000 or another cheap 
material to make it unattractive to thieves. 

The historic 50ft memorial and the land around it off 
Beacon Road, near the Sandwell-Walsall border, is to benefit 
from a £500,000 transformation with lottery cash. 

Members of the Barr Beacon Trust are looking at a range 
of materials that may be suitable to repair the war memorial 
and will be meeting to discuss the issue. 

Vice-chairman councillor Gary Clarke condemned those 
who committed the crimes. 

“They are just yobs and their actions are outrageous. It is 
a priority for the war memorial to be repaired and make it 
more secure,” he said. 

The monument commemorates men from Staffordshire 
and Warwickshire who gave their lives in the First World 
War. 

It recently emerged metal thieves are striking more than 
15 times each day in the region — an increase of 70 per cent - 
as homes, businesses and the railways are plundered by 
thieves cashing in on the rising price of copper and lead. 


Price hike for race 
sparks criticism 


MEMBERS of a Black 
Country running club 
have criticised the new 
organisers of the West 
Midlands’ biggest road 
race over the cost of the 
event. 

West Bromwich Harriers 
secretary Gary Clifton said 
many of the club’s members 
feel the £30 entry fee for the 
Bupa Great Birmingham Run 
is too high. 

Mr Clifton said the hike from 
last year’s event, which cost 
£25 for the public to enter or 
£23 for running club members, 
is too steep and warned 
runners may stay away and 
that many will feel betrayed. 

He said: “Finances are tight 
for everyone at the moment 
and many in our club have 
been put off by the price 
increase and the fact there is 


no reduction for affiliated club 
runners. 

“We pay into England Athlet¬ 
ics each year to help the sport 
and we have been left feeling a 
little betrayed by what has 
happened.” 

Mr Clifton said many of the 
club’s dozens of runners were 
unwilling to pay the higher 
entry fee following problems 
with the organisation of last 
year’s race. 

He said: “Last year there 
were problems with a very 
narrow start which was 
nothing short of a farce, as well 
as a very congested finish.” 

Repaced 

The new Bupa event, taking 
place in the city centre on 
October 23, has replaced the 
Birmingham Half Marathon, 
which was launched in 2008 
and previously managed by the 
city council. 


Despite the runners’ criti¬ 
cism, a spokesman for new 
organisers Nova International 
said the company believed the 
increased professionalism of 
the event would be worth the 
extra cash. 

Spokesman David Hart said: 
“We believe the event is com¬ 
petitively priced. We will be 
making some changes to the 
race which should make it a 
better event for people which 
we hope they will feel justifies 
the price increase. 

“On a smaller note, the VAT 
rate has changed since last 
year which makes a difference. 

“The initial reaction we have 
had from runners has been 
very positive.”

AN England cap awarded to a formerAl- 
bion footballer has returned to its family 
after being bought at auction. 

The international cap, which dates back 
more than a century, was given to Baggies 
legend William “Billy” Bassett for appear¬ 
ances against Ireland in 1888, 1891 and 
1895. It sold at an auction in Berkshire for 
£500 and was bought by Bassett’s grand¬ 
daughter Janine Ridler and her husband 
Roger who live in Oxfordshire. 

Mrs Ridler, aged 71, said Mr Bassett had 
died three years before she was born but she 
had been brought up on stories about his 
football prowess while growing up in 
Billy Bassett Weston-super-Mare. Her sons, Baggies fans 



Simon and Paul also took a keen interest in 
the star. It was from her sons that Mrs Ridler 
found out about the auction. 

She said: “It’s not in brilliant condition, 
but it was just quite emotional to have some¬ 
thing that belonged to my grandfather as 
people speak so highly of him.” 

Right winger Bassett represented his 
country 16 times, scoring seven times, while 
his record for The Throstles included 311 
appearances and 77 goals, plus two FA Cup 
Final medals. His iconic status stemmed 
from saving the club from extinction as a 
director in 1905, following the board’s resig¬ 
nation.

I was also advised that 
had the Public Enquiry proceeded, as the 
only remaining objector I would have been 
personally liable for the costs of £15,000!

He's there 
on the tiles in the tube 
station, his statue domi¬ 
nates the main junction 
and a museum and shop 
is dedicated to Holmes, at 
the new 221b, where you 
can have your picture 
taken wearing a deer¬ 
stalker and with pipe dan¬ 
gling from your jaw. 

London's attractions 
are on your doorstep at 
the Park Plaza Sherlock 
Holmes.

There is 
also the shocking Scream 
with The Chamber of 
Horrors (for over 12s only) 
and the silly but fun slow 
rollercoaster ride through 
the history of the capital 
called Spirit of London. 

It is worth the small 
extra fee to see the 


thrilling animated Marvel 
superheroes adventure in 
the 4D cinema which once 
housed the Planetarium. 

A good tip about Tus¬ 
sauds is that, after the 
crowds have lessened at 
5pm, admission drops to 
half price if tickets are 
bought online. 

Nearby Regents Park 
also includes London 
Zoo. 

There are lots of free 
attractions within easy 
reach. The British 
Museum with its 
mummies, Elgin Marbles, 
Sutton Hoo helmet, even a 
whole temple, is a must- 
see for anybody with at 
least a passing interest in 
history. Even nearer, The 
Wallace Collection has a 


superb art collection, 
including The Laughing 
Cavalier, and impressive 
display of weaponry and 
armour. 

Being close to the West 
End also offers the chance 
to take in a show. Family 
favourites include The 
Lion King, Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s new version of 
The Wizard of Oz, and 
latest blockbuster Shrek, 
with Amanda Holden as 
the princess.

A TIPTON man now living in Florida 
has set up a website celebrating towns 
and villages worldwide bearing the 
name of his hometown. 

Prof Emeritus Ken Jukes left Tipton at the 
age of 18 to go to university. But despite now 
living thousands of miles away in America, 
he has maintained strong links with the 
town, with five of his six brothers and sisters 
still living in the Black Country. 

Now living in Sarasota, Florida, the maths 
professor set up “Tiptons Worldwide” website 
after coming across another Tipton during 
his travels in the United States. 

He discovered the hamlet, which had just 


three homes and a railway line, while travel¬ 
ling in Illinois in 1972, with his first wife 
Carol, a fellow Tiptonian and daughter of 
former Ocker Hill School deputy head Joe 
Douglass. 

A life member of Tipton Civic Society, Mr 
Jukes, who now lives with wife Ildiko, 54, 
said after that he was hooked. 

The former Tipton Grammar School pupil, 
aged 67, said: “Wherever I went after that I 
would always keep my eyes open for a local 
Tipton and started to keep a record. 

“I am fascinated by the widespread loca¬ 
tions and the origin of the names. Some may 
be linked back to Tipton in the UK, which is 


thought to derive from a Saxton chieftan 
named Tibb or Tibba, which evolved over the 
years to Tipton.” 

So far Ken, a father of two and a West 
Bromwich Albion fan, has found 17 Tiptons, 
including 15 inAmerica, one in Australia and 
another one in the UK. 

Wyoming 

The smallest populated Tipton is thought 
to be Tipton, Wyoming, with a population of 
just 14. There is also a Tipton with a popula¬ 
tion of zero - which is a site for snow depth 
reading. He has also found a further nine 
“companion” places including Tipton Ridge, 
Tipton Saint John, and Tiptonville. 


Mr Jukes added: “I grew up in the Park 
Lane East area of the town and came back for 
the Tipton Grammar School reunion in 2002. 
I try to get back when I can and was home for 
a family wedding just a few months ago. 

“The reunion in particular really spurred 
me on to keep updating the website, which 
gives a summary of each of the areas, and 
has links to other websites with information 
about the individual towns and cities.”

Brothers caught 
after hammering 
on roof in night 


TWO brothers were caught red- 
handed stripping lead from a Black 
Country post office in the dead of 
night, a court heard. 

Adam and Luke Power had already 
pleaded guilty to theft of the metal when 
they appeared for sentence last week. 

Warley Magistrates Court heard that the 
brothers, both of Old Hill, were spotted strip¬ 
ping the metal from Old Hill Post Office at 
4.30am after waking up a neighbour. 

Prosecutor Mrs Jayne Yeomans said: “On 
May 11a woman was woken by the sound of 
banging which seemed to be coming from the 
roof above the post office. 

“She could see two or three men wearing 
dark clothes who seemed to be passing items 
to each other. 

“She called the police and when officers 
arrived the defendants ran and there was a 
short chase. 

“Both brothers were arrested and were 
found to be wearing dirty clothing. 

“The lead was recovered near the scene as 
well as a hammer and wallpaper scraper. 

“CCTV from the post office shows two men 
going repeatedly back and forwards outside 
the shop window.” 


The court heard the value of the lead 
removed was approximately £100 but the 
damage caused had been greater. 

Adam Power, aged 25, of Applewood Grove, 
was given a 12-month supervision order and 
ordered to carry out a drug rehabilitation 
programme. 

He was also told to pay £250 in compensa¬ 
tion and to pay costs of £85. 

Luke Power, 21, of Southbank Road, was 
also due to be sentenced after admitting a 
further theft of lead from the roof of a house. 

Drug 

Mrs Yeomans told magistrates: “On May 26 
at 3am police attended Elbow Street in 
Cradley Heath where there had been a report 
of two males stealing lead from the roof of a 
dwelling. 

“There was a chase and Mr Power was 
stopped and found with grey residue on his 
hands.” 

Magistrates adjourned Luke Power’s sen¬ 
tencing for a report on his drug habit to be 
prepared. 

He was returning to court yesterday 
(Wednesday) for sentencing.

Family flee blaze 
that wrecks home 

A WOMAN and two children escaped from a 
house fire that devastated their Smethwick 
home. 

Firefighters from Smethwick and Handsworth 
were called to a severe fire in a home on Park 
Retreat, off Suffrage Street at 4.40pm on Thursday. 

The blaze is believed to have been caused by an 
electrical fault in a television set. 

Fire crews said 75 per cent of the home had been 
destroyed in the blaze. 

Crew Commander Ross Stephenson, speaking at 
the scene, said: “A woman and two children were out 
of the house by the time crews arrived. This was a 
severe fire which has destroyed much of the house 
and left the remainder severely smoke-logged. It 
took us around 20 minutes to put the fire out.” 

Furniture, including a child’s bed, was pulled from 
the burning house and left in the front garden of the 
home on a quiet cul-de-sac. 

Neighbours said the terrace was home to a young 
family. Homes either side of the house were affected 
by smoke but were not thought to have been fire 
damaged.

Ruby’s aiming to Turner 
focus on her reggae roots 


BIRMINGHAM singer Ruby 
Turner is returning to her reggae 
roots for her new single Leaves In 
The Wind and is relishing a series 
of outdoor gigs as featured vocalist 
with Jools Holland’s band. 

Jamaica-born Ruby, who will be appear¬ 
ing with Jools and co at Ragley Hall near 
Alcester on July 2, says she was inspired to 
record reggae songs after narrating BBC4 
TV’s documentary Reggae Britannia. 

“To me reggae was the music of love and 
some say it’s lost its flavour but I love a chal¬ 
lenge,” says Ruby, who left Montego Bay for 
Handsworth at the age of nine in the late 
1960s. 

“This infectious style of music helped to 
bind communities and cultures. Regardless 
of race and colour, the many who embraced 
it made it their own. This was simply brilliant 
and a wonderful time, making me proud to 
be British. I listened to Gregory Isaacs, John 


Holt, Dennis Brown, and the female singers 
like Marcia Griffiths, Janet Kay and Carroll 
Thompson. Bob Marley was the main man, 
who brought the music to a worldwide audi¬ 
ence, but when he died reggae lost its 
champion.” 

She has happy memories of growing up 
in Handsworth, where her mother still lives. 
“It was great. Yes, it had its problems but the 
community spirit was so wonderful.” 

Actress 

Gospel was also a musical influence for 
Ruby but remarkably, given her soulful 
voice, her original intention was to be on the 
stage as an actress rather than a singer. 

“Apparently, when I was five, there I was 
in the corner of the stage at Montego Bay 
Town Hall, giving it large. I was pushed on 
stage and jigged even more. I clearly wasn’t 
shy.” She thanks her headmistress at 
Handsworth Wood Girls School for Girls for 
setting her on the road to showbiz career. 


“Mrs Hinchcliffe told me I should go to 
theatre school,” Ruby remembers. 

The young Ruby joined the Crescent 
Theatre, Birmingham and then the Old Vic, 
Bristol. 

Her role in a rock opera brought demand 
as a session singer and led to her joining 
Boy George’s Culture Club. A few years ago 
came the call to guest sing with the Jools 
Holland Rhythm and Blues Orchestra and 
Ruby, who now lives in Solihull, became a 
regular with Jools both on record and in 
concert, and on his popular New Year’s Eve 
Hootenanny Show. 

She describes Jools as “a generous 
musician”. She gets her own five-song set 
in his show and she is enjoying the open-air 
gigs where audiences tend to get up and 
dance. “You know what we say, enjoy your¬ 
self it’s later than you think,” she adds. 

Ruby will be with him again for his annual 
Christmas show at Birmingham NIA on 
December 17.

Explaining their decision to reform, Clyde 
McKenzie said: “Back then we were young and I 
don’t think any of us fully comprehended what we 
had achieved. We just loved playing our music. It 
has since become apparent to us that there was 
so much more that we had to offer. So it’s like 
unfinished business”.

IT WASN’T the best of starts for a concert on 
home turf with Rachel Button and her band 
walking on unannounced and then standing 
there looking a little non-plussed as the interval 
music continued to play.

This aside, Oldbury lass 
Rachel does have a fan¬ 
tastic voice with a vocal 
range which one suspects 
has yet to be tested to its 
limit and is unlikely to be 
found wanting. 

The elfin-like Button, as 
you would expect from a 
new artist, has a limited 
repertoire but what she 
does sing she does extremely well.

The band appeared to be caught unawares when 
the friendly crowd called for an encore and obviously 
hadn’t planned for one so went back to one of the first 
songs With Love. 

Rachel needs to decide which camp she is going 
settle in, be it rock, pop, folk or country but whichever 
she chooses there’s every chance we are going to hear 
more of this local lady.

Model T Ford experience was such a thrill 


THERE’S nothing like stalling a car at a set 
of traffic lights and watching a queue of impa¬ 
tient drivers wait for your next move to bring 
you back down to earth with a bump. 

Thankfully I didn’t have to lift a finger - I had a 
man jump out and turn the starting handle for me. 
This was a driving lesson with a difference. 

When a car has three pedals, including reverse in the 
centre and the brake on the right plus a hand throttle, it’s 
best to take expert advice before mixing it with more 
modern metal. 

And that’s exactly what I did before taking to the roads 
of Dagenham in a Model T. In case you didn’t know, Ford 
in the UK is 100 years old. 

It’s a happy coincidence that the firm has launched its 
all-new Focus “world car” this year, and its arrival is a 
good opportunity to take the wheel of what started it off 
all those years ago. 

The Model T’s inception and subsequent lengthy pro¬ 
duction run is a story in itself. 

What’s just as interesting is how cars have both 
changed out of all recognition yet in many ways have 
stayed the same since Ford’s original world car broke 
cover. 

To drive, the Model T appears to be simplicity itself. In 
reality, at least to a vintage car novice, things couldn’t be 
more different. 

The lack of convention - the pedals are a prime 
example - prompts you to concentrate doubly hard, 
while the car’s hand throttle and long-throw handbrake- 
cum-gear selector demand a new level of dexterity. 

Get it right, though, and the feeling of achievement is

a special one. Get it wrong and you’ve most likely stalled 
the car or have found yourself travelling a bit too fast for 
that 20th-century speed hump. The car’s brakes are, 
shall we say, modest by current standards. 

After a brisk drive around the local area - including a 
trio of stalls - it was back into a BMW 5 Series. A simple 
push of a button turned over its super-efficient six-cylin¬ 
der turbo diesel motor. Contrast that with a few, firm 
turns on a starting handle and the need to keep your 
thumb out of the way in case the handle kicked back. 

Respect 

The experience was both exciting and humbling. 
20mph felt twice as fast thanks to the car’s lack of roof 
and basic windscreen. It also generated a lot of respect 
for those early motorists. I was out on a sunny day, but 
imagine having to contend with wind, rain or worse on a 
regular basis. Even with the roof in place, the protection 
offered was minimal. No question, those early adopters 
were a hardy bunch. 

It’s true that we’ve never had it so good when it comes 
to the technology and refinement of modern cars. But 
when you examine something like a Model T, you realise 
that little has changed. There’s still a wheel at each 
corner and one for the driver to hold, drive to the engine 
is via a shaft and the fundamental technology behind the 
Model T’s engine is closer to that 5 Series than BMW 
would like to admit. 

I’m not demanding my own personal jetpack but I do 
hope the next 100 years sees a bigger leap in car design.

Fans furious 
over McLeish 
link to top job 

ASTON Villa fans this week vented 
their anger after speculation increased 
that Alex McLeish could be set to take 
the vacant manager’s job after leaving 
bitter rivals Birmingham. 

McLeish resigned at St Andrew’s on 
Sunday and Blues’ acting chairman Peter 
Pannu said that Villa have been in touch over 
their intention to speak to the Scot. 

Internet message boards and micro-blogging site 
Twitter have gone into meltdown over the past 48 
hours while a Facebook protest page entitled ‘Villa 
Supporters - We don’t want Alex McLeish’ now has 
more than 10,000 supporters. 

Fans are also demanding that the board break 
their silence and have arranged a protest at Villa 
Park. 

Jonathan Fear, editor of fans’ website Vital Villa, 
warned the board that they can expect a severe 
backlash if they appoint McLeish. 

“With so many saying that they will protest, 
boycott or simply not renew their season tickets, 
the depth of feeling is very clear,” said Fear. 

“I’m not arrogant enough to tell them what to do 
but would hope they now realise the storm created 
and that many fans see this as the ultimate slap in 
the face on both sides of the city divide. 

“I believe that this would be as stunning as a 
Celtic man going to Rangers or vice versa.” 

Owner Randy Lerner and chief executive Paul 
Faulkner were said to have got cold feet on Steve 
McClaren because of worries over the reaction of 
fans. 

Risk 

Editor of Heroes and Villains fanzine Dave 
Woodhall believes they are taking an even bigger 
risk with McLeish. 

“Randy has built up a lot of goodwill with Villa 
fans since he arrived and it would be an absolutely 
massive gamble to appoint McLeish,” said Wood- 
haH. 

“It is a decision which really defies belief and he 
risks jeopardising everything he has done at Villa, 
so hopefully he will think long and hard before 
reaching a decision.” 

If Villa continue with controversial plans to 
appoint McLeish it could cost them £5.4m as Blues 
threatened to report them to the Premier League. 

Pannu is preparing to dig his heels in following 
McLeish’s resignation and revealed his anger over 
the manner of the Scot’s departure from St 
Andrew’s. 

Villa claim that McLeish is now a free agent after 
his resignation and confirmed their intentions to 
speak to the former Scotland manager, although 
Blues are threatening to put him on gardening 
leave unless they are fully compensated. 

The ex-Glasgow Rangers boss signed a new 
three-year deal in September and Blues are deter¬ 
mined his £5.4m release fee will be met, although 
it was agreed on a sliding scale and would drop to 
around £3m next month. 

Pannu said: “I received an email from Aston 
Villa. As expected their legal department said, 
‘Now that Alex McLeish is a free agent, having 
resigned, we are free to speak to him’. This con¬ 
firms all suspicions. 

“The second-year compensation starts on July 1 
and the urgency of this email coming from Aston 
Villa shows they can’t even wait 15 days. So this is 
the urgency of the matter. 

“I think it shows the whole world what this is all 
about. They can’t wait, wouldn’t wait. 

“He thinks he can walk away because the £5.4m 
compensation is too much for Villa and he cannot 
let this opportunity pass. He is not willing to fork 
out £5.4m himself, even though if he goes to Villa 
he is likely to be on £2m a year. 

“I will be getting an injunction preventing Villa 
from hiring him. Either Villa pick up his tab or I 
will be reporting it now to the Premier League.” 

Villa were unable to land either Wigan manager 
Roberto Martinez or ex-Chelsea boss Carlo 
Ancelotti while the club went cold on Mark Hughes 
and Rafael Benitez pulled out of discussions.
